SELECT YOUR SEED CORN NOW. 

Now is the time to select your seed 
corn for next years planting. Kara 
selected from the Meld should be gath- 
ered before the corn Is cut. There are 
sevral important points to bar In miiui 
when culling out the ears you wish to 
save for planting. You should select 
from strong, vigorous stalks, one that 
stand up straight and taper off to- 
wards the top from a large base. Don't 
select those stalks that have stood on 
low. moist ground or that in some 
ways have had more favorable oppor- 
tunity for growth than the rest of the 
crop. Such opportunities cannot be 
inherited and the corn grown from 
such stalks may not do so well under 
ordinary conditions. Take those ears 
that grow low on the stalk. Si-bet 
those that have short shanks and that 
otherwise show the characteristics of 
a healthy, normal ear. 

Select between forty and fifty ears 
for each acre to be planted next year. 
It only takes twenty ears (0 plant an 
Here, i>ut it Is heat to allow a margin 
of safety so that you ran try the ger- 
mination test later on and by tins Sec- 
ond selection only take those ears that 
promt** best.

BRIBERY PROBE CONTINUES. 

The grand jury In session continues 
the probe into charges of vote buying 
and selling. Although wholesale pros- 
ecutions and disfranchisement are sure 
to follow this investigation, public in- 
teresl and concern are at low ebh, and 
there Is no talk on the subject to be 
rd on the streets of Plkevllle. This 
Is due mainly to the fact that no In- 
llctments have yet been returned Into 
court, and the results of the Investiga- 
tion have so far been kept from tin* 
public, But it Is reasonably certain 
that between BOO and 700 true hills 
will be returned Into court at the close 
of the investigation. 

It is said that the mode of prosecut- 
ing these cases under the statute Is to 
offer Immunity to the purchaser in 
consideration for his testimony ngainsl 
the seller, which on lis face appears to 
be an unjust one. The spirit of the 
statute Is to the effect that the pur 



chaser Is more guilty than the seller. 
And this Is a Just view: for in many 
s tin- - Ictim is pushed by hard 
SgRy to yield to the demands of 
the election shark. Ills Ignorance 
1. 1. ads for him. and the belter learning 
of his seducer makes the bitter's posi- 
tion an Inexcusable one. The statute 
tlxes the punishment of the seller 
(See. lr.xci nt from fifty to live hun- 
dred dollars line and exclusion from 
olllee and suffrage. Sec. lf.K7, which 
tlxes the penalty of the purchaser of 
the vote, Include* n prison sentence, 
and reads as follows: 

"Whoever shall bribe another 
shall, on conviction, be fltKid from 



lifty to one hundred dollars, or 
imprisoned from ten to ninety 
days, or both so lined and Im- 
prisoned, and be excluded from 
office and suffrage." 
The crime of vote selling Is uu 
doubtedly a cancer on the body poli- 
tic, but a reasonable View ol the Sllh- 

.leci will present the conclusion, from 
Which then- is no escape, that abject 
want and l he politician's oily tonffu 
and tempting offer are at the bottom 
of every crime in this category, anil 
so long as the encouruger of i-rltue I 
allowed to run loose among the pen 
pie, Just so long will crime ci.ntinu 
and Increase. 

Let us. then, check this rrimnuil 
practice by striking at the root. This 
can only be done by giving to the 
dispenser of election funds, without 
regard to bis politics, a taste of real 
punishment, and also by removing. In 
some way., the m-ccssity of such a 
practice among the poorer classes. The 
basic reason for all law- Is that the 
weak may be protected from the strong 
and the camtidate is a long stretch 
from good citizenship who WOuld ele- 
vate himself into office bv such a 
means. 

This Is not u plea to savt the -lloat- 
" from bis Just punishment, but is 
merely a statement of the generallv 
recognised fact that to imprison an 
ignorant man rarely ever stops his 
rilulnal practices, and to tine the man 
who has plenty of money is likewise a 
failure of justice A prison term for 
on.- purchaser of votes will have a 
more salutary effect upon the public 
morals than the Incnri .-ration of all the 
sellers In the county
